ONTARIO. 

Mrs. Mivliouuy, mother of Oapt. Ma 
honey, tlioil at Hamilton, aged 101. 

Many valuable mica mines too now be 
iiif; opened up in Ottawa and Lanark 
counties. 

The number of immigrants arriving in 
Canada last year was fourteen thousand 
in oxecas of tho previous year. 

It is reported hero on good authority 
that the Northern railway will be trans 
furred to the Grand Trunk on February 
1st. 

Alox. Pirie resigned the editorship of 
the Toronto Telegram, anil w ill ho sue 
ceeded by Mr. Robinson, the municipal 
reporter. 

.lames Clark, of Ridgewny, obtained 
$450 from George VVhiteinoreof Wolland, 
on a forged note. Most of the money was 
recovered. 

Hon. Oliver Mowat has withdrawn 
from the law firm of Mowat, McLennan 
iV- Downey, with which he has been so 
long connected. 

W. J. McMasterA Co., wholesale dry 
goods, Toronto, have suspended payment. 
The announcement created widespread 
astonishment. 

General Middleton published an article 
in t!:„ UttlUd N. t i ter Maijazine and says 
he will back Canadian officers and gunners 
against any artillery in the world. 

The estimate of the Dominion debt for 
Decomber shows a net debt at the end of 
tho month of $227,419,910, being it re- 
duction of $326, 616 during the month. 

Mrs. Freelton, of Guolph, was gnrrot- 
ed on Elizabeth street, Toronto, in broad 
daylight by two men and robbed oi her 
gold watch .'Hid considerable money. The 
robbers escaped. 

Mr. Pope, ex-clerk of tho crown in 
chancery, has assumed tho duties of 
deputy commissioner to tho patents 
branch, which will be transferred to the 
state department, 

R. .J. Hovendeu, painter, Toronto, has 
called a meeting of his creditors. His lia- 
bilities are estimated at 816,000. The 
failure is the direct result of the collapse 
of the Central Hank. 

The residence of Mr. Win, Hall, of tho 
fifth line of Amaranth, was destroyed by 
fire New Year's eve. The family escaped 
in their night clothing. Mr. Hall's feet 
are badly f rozen. Everything was lost. 

An accident, occurred at Stew art station, 
east of Port Arthur, caused by a collision. 
Four train men were killed and u number 
or ears wrecked, but the railroad officials 
decline to give particulars. 

Mr. F. K. Lingham, who has received 
an appointment in connection with a rail- 
way which Moreton Frewen is to build in 
India, was entertained by his Hclleville 
friends prior to his depart tire on his voy- 
age. 

The jury in the case of Lizzie Limy, 
who died from abortion at Toronto, re 
turned a verdict of wilful murder against 
John Gamble, her seducer*, and censured 
the medical man who gave the burial ser- 
tificate. 

Tho friends of Robert Beatty, Pem- 
broke, subscribed $3,000 to aid him to re- 
build his burned factory, but he politely 
refused the gift, saying that he preferred 
putting bis trust in God and working out 
his own restorat ion. 

Searth, Morris and Smith, arbitrators 
on the winding up of the affairs of the 
linn that constructed section B '>t tin' 
Canadian Pacific, sat at Toronto and the 
affair was amicably settled. The figures 
will be given later on. 

The twenty thousand dollar suit nl' 
Lieut. Irving, Toronto, .against Harold 
II. .Smith for alienating his wife's attbe- 
tionshas been postponed till the 23rd on 
account of Smith's absence. It is believed 
Mrs. Irving accompanied him. 

S. Stillwell, editor of the Glewjarriau, 
who was imprisoned for libelling I*. Pur- 
Cell, M. P., and released by order of the 
Minister of Justice, has gono to the Unit- 
ed States, where he litis taken the at li 
and United States citizen papers. 

When Owens, auctioneer and dealer in 
bankrupt stocks, Streetsville, disappear- 
ed some days ago it was believed be was 
a victim of the Central bank, and that he 
had been ruined thereby. It now turns 
out he was a forger of the worst kind, lie 
negotiated worthless paper for a large 
amount, pocketed (he buudle and is now 
Hafe in the States. 

There is considerable talk about news- 
paper war between the Globe, Mni', and 
Empire. One rumor is that the Globe 
and M'lil will be consolidated under the 
editorship of .lames Young, of Gault. 
Another rumor is that the Mail and Em- 
pire are to be united under the manage- 
ment of David Oroighton, with Ed. Fai rer 
as editor-in-chief. 

Much excitement bus been created in 
Cartwright township over the mysterious 
death of a young woman named Cat. dine 
Heron. After burial the body was ex- 
humed, whon a post mortem by Doctors 
Allen, Campbell mid Fish revealed death 
by poisoning. A dog having died from 
eating her vomit first excited the neigh- 
bors's suspicions, and hence the inquest. 
The surgeons report the girl's character 
unblemished.

Donald McMaster denies the rumor 
that he will he a candidate in Carleton, 

Sir John has intimated that he will sup- 
port the choice of the convention iu Carl- 
ton. 

George Swett, the new manager of the 
Windsor, Montreal, has entered upon Ins 
duties. 

Francois Vallier, of Robertson, was 
run over by a Grand Trunk train and 
killed. 

Three prisoners, named Laborge, Pa- 
quette and St. Germain, escaped from 
jail at Sorel, mid were recaptured, 

The petition against the return of ,). I!. 
Casgrain, Libera] M. I*. for L Islet, has 
been dismissed under the six months rule. 

Abbe Charbort, a Montreal priest, who 
has been thrice arrested for criminally 
assaulting young girls, litis been put in 
Longuo Pointe asylum. 

Joseph Chauetier, of Quebec, working 
on tho new church at Sorel, was found 
dead in a sleigh at the church door. He 
had heart disease. 

Boxer Bros. & Co., whoa few months 
ago bought out tho crockery business of 
J. 0. Watson, Montreal, assigned. Lia- 
bilities over $60,000. 

A deputation from the Quebec board of 
trade and city council gooB to Ottawa to 
urge the Government to make Quebec 
tho terminus of the new mail steamship 
service. 

After the resolutions of the inturpro- 
vincial conference have been adopted in 
the different provincial legislatures a de- 
putation of the provincial premiers will 
visit, England to urge Imperial legislation. 

The annual report of the deputy chief 
of tho Montreal police shows there woro 
7,-l!>7 arrests in 1887 against 6.490 in 
188(5. There are 49 houses of ill fame 
with 166 inmates against 55 and 1(18 lust 
year. 

Hon. Mr. MoSlmne declares that M. 
Mereior's health, is still very bad, and that 



the Premier must go south. Ho denied 
rumors of a cabinet shullle, and declared 
he can clear himself of charges of bribery 
in Laprdirie. 

Counsel for the imprisoned detectives 
at Montreal made application in the 
superior court for a writ of hthims corpus 
and made an elaborate argument, holding 
that the weak point in the case was 
the the non-appearance of Wilson alias 
H'ayiios. 

The finance department has paid the 
usual half-yearly provincial subsidies, 
amounting in all to about $2,100;000.

Among the names men- 
tioned for superannuation are those of 
Chief Justice Sir A. A. Dorion, Justices 
Tessier, Cross, Monk, Johnson, Papineau 
and Doherty. 

The report of the Postmaster-General 
will be printed ilia few days. It is under- 
stood the net revenue for the fiscal year 
ending the 30th June last reaches $2,603, 
255 against 82,469,000 the previous year 
or an increase of $134,000, The expendi- 
ture for the year ending June the 30th, 
1887 is $3,458,100 and fur the previous 
year £; v'l.SO.WX) or an increase of S7H,- 
(100. This shows an excess of receipts of 
$5(i,()0U, compared «itli the previous 
year. 

The threatened strike of English print- 
ers at Quebec has been averted, the offices 
having acceded to the terms demanded, 
which were practically already iu existence 
excepting as to tho nine hour movement. 
The French publishers and printers still 
stand out, as an increase to s8 journey- 
men printers with nine hours' work is a 
large increase for them, they having 
always paid much lower wages than the 
English employers^ —~,

Alleged Dynamiters. 



Salisbury In Liverpool. 

London, Jan. 10.— Lord Salisbury left 
to day for Liverpool, where he addresses 
a meeting to-night. 

Hingler's circus in Liverpool where 
Lord Salisbury spoke to-night, holds 
(1,000 people, and long before tho hour 
for opening the doors tho price of tickets 
had risen to £1 each, with t he demand 
largely in excess of the supply. Lord 
Salisbury did not reply to the .addresses 
presented to him while en route to Liver- 
pool to-day, tis ho was suffering somewhat 
from a cold and threatened with hoarse- 
ness, and was advised to refrain from ex- 
posing himself to tho air and therefore re- 
mained in the carriage to the end of the 
journey. 

Salisbury addressed an immense meet- 
ing in Liverpool to-night. In the course 
of his remarks he said: Mr. Gladstone 
had prophesied that the Conservatives 
would eventually give homo rule to Ire- 
land, but never was the principle of na- 
tional union more Bincerely field than 
now. The Unionists were firmly con- 
vinced that Ireland had become thorough- 
ly consolidated with Great Britain under 
the same legislature and the same laws 
and enjoying equal liberty. Vaccilation 
had been the great crime; of England 
against Ireland, and government would 
not be of tiny avail unless it showed that 
it could govern absolutely. Referring to 
the movement in favor of free trade. Lord 
Salisbury declared himself to bo still a 
free trader iu principle, but experience, 
he said, had shown that the fro t trade 
theory had been carried too far 
or misapplied, in consequence of 
which some reaction was probable. 
In conclusion, Lord Salisbury expressed 
his conviction that those persons who 
thought that the next general election 
would upset unionism had entirely mis- 
read the sentiments of the English demo- 
Carey. 

Suit lor Divorce. 

The court of appeals has dismissed act- 
or Boucicault's appeal .against postponing 
for six months his wife's suit for a divorce 
from him. The postponement is made 
in order to allow Mr. Boucicault to ful- 
lil an engagement in America, which 
he claims is worth £'100 weekly for him. 
The counsel for the defendant urged that 
his client was onco rich but now poor, and 
that his wile was constantly defaming 
him in newspaper interviews.

POLITICAL OPINION. 

As the Vancouver Herald and News- 
Adrcrtuer are both understood to be in- 
dependent in provincial polities, the fol- 
lowing opinions may prove interesting. 
The former, under the betiding "Is Mr. 
Robsoti to be a Senator 1" says: 

The Montreal Gazette appears to give 
some credit to the report that the Hon. 
John Ltobson will be appointed to the 
senate. The Gazette litis very good sources 
oi information, which gives reason for the 
belief that t hero is something in thete- 
port. Mr. Ltobson, even by his political 
opponents, is regarded as of some import- 
ance in local affairs. Wo think the pro- 
vince will stiller by his withdrawal at 
present. There are not very many men 
of prominence in the country who are ca- 
pable of taking a hold of public matters, 
ami conducting them with any groat 
amount of success. It is like 
placing a man on the shulf to make a 
senator of him. His career of usefulness 
may be said to have been closed, and it is 
not very often that active politicians care 
to wind up their public life with a pension 
of Si, 000 a year and nothing to do. lt 
hardly suits the man who has been accus- 
tomed to active life and continual opposi- 
tion. In the quiet of the senate he is out 
of his element, unless, indeed, the weight 
of years is beginning to tell upon him. 
We hardly think, notwithstanding the re- 
port, that .Mr. Ltobson would care to lose 
himself in the senate chamber. He is a 
prominent man, anil deservedly so, in lo- 
cal politics, but as Senator ltobson he 
would not count for much. It 
does not. appear as if the province 
could very well spare him at present, 
and we do not think tho government 
could. We daresay his removal from 
provincial politics would be very gratify- 
ing to some of his political opponents, but 
that is not the attitude which should be 
assumed towards public men. They may 
be, and probably are, fully convinced that 
they are pursuing the right policy in the 
interest of the province, and they ought 
to get credit for it. Public questions are 
in a great measure merely matters of opin- 
ion. They are seen in different lights 
from different standpoints, and these very 
differences tire the moans by which great- 
er information is obtained. The province 
really needs till its prominent public men, 
and cannot spare them for the purpose of 
converting them into Senators. 

Tho other Vancouver journal com- 
ments as follows : 

Tho announcement made in the 67a- 
zttttu published on Saturday, that tho 
Legislature will meet on the twenty- 
seventh instant, and that Mr. Theo- 
dore Davio has entered tho Cabinet, 
has created much speculation, and has 
been a source of interesting gossip. Our 
local Quid nuitcH lmvo given numerous 
explanations of the reasons which have 
caused the Government to summon the 
Legislature at a period so much sooner 
than was apparently anticipated, and 
although it is unfortunate that tho ex- 
planations cannot all be correct, tho per- 
sons who make l.hoiu have at least the 
satisfaction of knowing that no one can 
contradict them or assert that one is not 
us accurate as another. If the Provincial 
Secretary is* at all of a cynical disposition, 
he must secretly feel much satisfaction at 
tho manner in which lie is credited with 
till sorts of deep laid schemes which muko 



him out to bo a kind of modern Maehia- 
volli. 

Not less diverse are tho reasons given 
for tho admission of Mr. Theodore Davio 
to the cabinot. lt would seem to us that 
a not unreasonable explanation for this 
may be found in the absence of tho attor- 
ney-general through tho illness, which wo 
all so much deplore. It is certainly de- 
sirable that the cabinet should contain one 
lawyer amongst its members, and if Mr. 
Theodore Davio temporarily takes his 
brother's place it will, we consider, be of 
advantage to the government, and, whilst 
imposing no extra burden on tho people, 
facilitate tho business of the province. 

It is also understood that Mr. Robson 
becomes tho head of thy government, at 
least until Mr. A. E. B. Davie's return, 
and' thus nominally assumes the position 
which he has practically had for some 
months past, and as regards which, we 
think, the general consensus of opinion 
amongst the people, as well as amongst 
his colleagues, will be that his abilities 
entitle him to it. 

Tho Government, which will meet tho 
legislature on the 27th instant, is consid- 
erably changed as regards its individual 
members from the cabinet which conduct- 
ed the business of the province during tho 
last session. Mr. Robson becomes the 
leader of tho Government in place of Mr. 
Davie, while Mr. Theodore Davie under- 
takes the duties of the attorney-general- 
ship during his brother's absence. Mr. 
Dunsmuirand Mr. Turner have entered 
the cabinet, the former becoming Presi- 
dent of tho Council and tho latter under- 
taking the duties of finance minister. Mr. 
Vernon still holds the portfolio of lands 
and works as he ditl during the last ses- 
sion.

To Regulate the Election of the Mayor and 
Councillors of the City of Victoria for 
the year 1888. 

[Passed 'iSth December. 1887.1 

WHEREAS, ii u. provided by law thai tho 
nomination tor Mayor and Councillors 
shall bo hJ.i an the second Monday In January 
in each year, from 12 in. to 2 p. in., nnd tho poll- 
ing, if any, on tho Thursday following from 
10 a. in. to 1 p. tn.j and it ii further 
provided that the Council shall, In tho 
month of December in each year, appoint a 
Returning Officer, and shall also name the poll- 
ing places and otherwise arrange for the hold 
ing of the coming election; and il is further 
provided that the polling, if any, at such elec- 
tion shall be had and taken at such place or 
places aa the Council shall by By-Law appoint;
